Summer's brutal budgeting controversies change 
face of campus athletics, administration 


It started with the elimination 
of five positions in the UNO Athletic 
Department. But, before it was over, 
last summer's athletic controversy 
would claim the jobs of a vice chancellor, 
chancellor and athletic director as 
well as result in the restructuring of 
much of the campus administration. 


‘Black Tuesday’ 

On June 20, five Athletic Department 
employees — Associate Athletic Director 
Deb  Denbeck, Assistant Sports 
Information Director Michael Kros, 


Clerical Assistant Sue Larson, Assistant. 


Men’s Basketball Coach Mitch Mosser 
and Assistant Women’s Basketball 
Coach Brad Schick — were laid off 
following a $440,000 reduction in the 
athletic program’s 2005-06 budget. 

Chancellor Nancy Belck issued a 
statement on June 28 comparing the job 
cuts and corresponding budget crunch to 
difficulties faced by the program in other 
periods of “transition and realignment.” 

“UNO’s athletic program must 
also live with its means, aligning its 
budget to coincide with the realities 
of revenue, donor support and 
increased costs related to the Qwest 
Center for hockey,” Belck said.

Conference challenges 
Within 24 hours of the layoffs, 
another blow came to Maverick 
athletics: The announcement by the 
University of North Dakota that they 
would be leaving the North Central 
Conference to play Division I sports. 
Adding insult to injury, that 
same day University of South Dakota 
President James W. Abbott announced 
the formation of a committee to 
review USD’s division and conference 
options, according to a statement on 
the Coyotes’ Web site, usdcoyotes.com. 
Initially, | Belck = announced 
that UNO would not follow USD by 
exploring the Mavs classification. 
However, following a letter from 
booster clubs stating they “no longer 
have faith” in UNO’s administration, 
Belck announced a classification. study 
as a “summer project” on June 30. 


Revenue shortfalls 
UNO’s budget woes stemmed from 


a budget that had gone unbalanced 


since the Mavericks moved hockey 
to the Qwest Center in 2003. 

“We depleted the athletic reserves 
initially,” said then-Associate Vice 
Chancellor for Administration Julie 
Totten in July. “Then we put in $1 
million of UNO reserves in 2004-05, 
and then, for the current year, we're 
looking at a $1 million shortfall again.” 

Then-Athletic Director David 
Herbster blamed part of the budget 
problems on the burden placed on 
athletics to earn its own money. 

“We are generating the lion’s 
share of our budget,” Herbster said in 
June. “For the most part, [among] the 
schools in our conference next to North 
Dakota, we are responsible for raising 
the most money in our conference.” 

Totten and Belck both said the 
$440,000 in cuts that resulted in the 
five job eliminations were a component 
of their plan to balance the budget, and 
neither expected any additional cuts. 


Outside pressure 

While trying to juggle the problems 
of balancing its budget and predict the 
future of the NCC, UNO came under 
increased criticism from _ outside 
groups, especially the athletic boosters. 

On June 25, the biggest football 
booster organization, the Maverick Beef 
Club, called on its members to withhold 
donations in response to the budget 
cuts. Later, prominent boosters David 
Sokol and Lee Sapp also announced they 
would not make any commitments to 
the Mavs until an audit was conducted. 

In a_ post entitled “UNO 
Administration a Circus” at huskermike. 
blogger.com, one blogger said what 
seemed to be on everyone’s mind 
by mid-July: “This is a firestorm

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that is simply not going away.” 
. In the public arena, Beef Club 
President Ben Titus did not shy away 
from being critical of the situation. 
“How do you keep something so 
confidential for such a long period of 
time, right up until the point whereit’s not 
fixable, and then [announce] you're going 
to fire people?” Titus asked in August. 


Robbing Peter 

As if the situation was not bad 
enough, a report came out from the 
Omaha World-Herald on July 21 that 
then-Vice Chancellor for Administration 
Jim Buckhadbeen givenacompensation 
package that included a lease on 
a Cadillac — $713 per month — and 
membership to the Omaha Country 
Club — $440 per month. Both were 
paid with Athletic Department funds. 

On Aug. 15, Buck resigned amidst 
new discoveries by the World-Herald 
that more than $100,000 had been 
spent over four years for “Buck-related 
expenses.” These expenses included 
Omaha Press Club dues, satellite radio 
subscription, travel expenses for non- 
athletic university business, travel 
expenses for his wife and even a $500 
donation at a Maverick golf fundraiser. 

“Hesaidtome, MaybeIcannolonger 
be effective here.’ I think things were 
just continually heating up,” Belck said 
after the announcement. “[He] handled 
a lot of the operations [within athletics].

But, when it became difficult for nim to 
continue to do that because of folks in 
athletics not liking what he was doing, 
some described him as a lightning rod.” 


Karnes commission : 
On Sept. 9, former U.S. Senator | 
David Karnes. presented his 


preliminary recommendations to © 


the NU Board of Regents, suggesting 
that the university stay Division II 
and try to join the Mid-America 
Intercollegiate Athletic Conference, 
among other recommendations. 

Karnes had been charged. 
by the regents to look into solutions 
for the Maverick budget deficits. 

“It's a business, and the Athletic 
Department has to view this as a 
business,” Karnes told the regents. 


Ripple effects. 

On Sept. 12, the controversy 
claimed its next casualty with the 
resignation of Chancellor Belck. 

“I think [Belck] made the right 
call. She was not in the position to 
lead the campus right now,” said 
NU President James B. Milliken in 
a conference call the next morning. 

Belck’s resignation was 
accompanied by an admission that she 
altered an expense record provided 
to the World-Herald regarding 
a $1,263 dinner at the 2004 NCAA 
convention, appending “select NCAA 
Division II staff” to a list of eight diners. 

Belck told the Gateway that, 
along with several advisors, she 


‘made about 15 edits to expense 


records. She maintained that nothing 
done to the reports was in bad faith. 

Following Belck’s resignation, 
then-Vice Chancellor of Academic 
Affairs John Christensen was named 
interim -chancellor, and a_ search 
committee was set up by the university 
in the spring to search for Belck’s 
permanent replacement. At press 
time, the search committee. had not 
made any announcements regarding

possible candidates, but a decision was 
expected by the end of the summer. 
On Nov. 27, Athletic Director 
David Herbster decided to follow 
suit, announcing 
his _ resignation 
as a result of his 
“diminished ability 
to lead” following 
the summer's 
controversy. 
“I think David 
[Herbster] is really 
an example of 
= collateral damage 
fe al the goings on this summer,” 
Christensen said. “In a way, I think 
this is an ending with respect to the 
.. Summer situation. That beginning 
started in September. We are going 
to move forward. Summer is history.” 


Looking forward 

Even before Herbster’s resignation, 
the university has focused on rebuilding 
its programs and sorting out the 
administrative holes left by the loss 
of several prominent personalities. 

On Nov. 1, Robertand Marcia Kruger 
pledged $1 million to UNO athletics 
to help start the healing process. 

“T think it’s a fantastic gift at a very 
important time,” Christensen said. “We 
have taken care of the internal controls 
such that people feel comfortable 
reinvesting in the university.” 

Sull, a lot of work remains 
to be done and the _ university 
will not soon forget the troubles 
it saw in the summer | maelstrom. 

“T think the athletic department will 
have to work very, very hard to improve 
its reputation,” said Lindsey Koster, 
a senior accounting major. “It seems 
they are making a start, but it will take 
a lot of time to correct the situation.”

The 
bittersweet relief for the family and 
friends of O’Grady was echoed by 
Shauna Stanzel, O’Grady’s aunt 
who raised her, after the verdict. 
“This has been an arduous 
10-month journey for our family 
and this part of the journey, the 
legal battle of it, all has come to 
an end,” Stanzel said. “We will 
still continue to look for Jessica; 
there are no winners here. Jessica 
is still dead. She’s not in our 
family; she’s not with her friends. 
We will continue to look for her.”

Criss Library smoking ban: Just the beginning? 


In ‘an opinion section of the 


student government elections 


last October, 71 percent of voters 
approved a smoking ban under 
the covered walkway 
on the south side of 
the Criss Library. 

In late November, 
the Chancellor’s 
Cabinet listened to the 
students and approved 
a preliminary smoking 
ban for the walkway.

“It’s a little more out.of the way 
and easier to maintain [outside., 
the south doors],” he said.

The root of Hergert’s missteps was 
his failure to make required campaign 
finance reports to the Nebraska 
Accountability and Disclosure 
Commission: This oversight resulted in 
» his opponent, Don Black of 
McCook, Neb., notreceiving 
matching public funds 
guaranteed by election laws. 

To avoid criminal 
charges, Hergert settled 
-== with the NADC and 

F agreed to pay $33,512.10 
in late filing fees and civil 
penalities. But, by this 
point, many were already 
calling for his resignation. 

When Hergert refused 
to resign, campaigns 
continued to call for his resignation. 
Members of the legislature called 
for his removal and various groups,

such as UNL-based Huskers Against 
Hergert, began a public dialogue over 
the regent’s refusal to leave office. 

Eventually, the controversy came 
to a head when the legislature voted 


to impeach Hergert and the matter 


was sent to the state supreme court. 

“The legislature went into great 
detailed work about the case,” Board 
of Regents Chairman Jim McClurg 
said. “Although he was a fine regent, . 
the issue was inappropriate.” 

Eventually, Nebraska Supreme 
Court found Hergert guilty on 
July 7 of two of the 10 articles of 
impeachment, “falsely reporting the 
date of a material expenditure on his 
Jan. 11, 2005, campaign statement” 
and “obstructing government: 
operations by falsely reporting .

Excavation of biblical city 
celebrates 20th anniversary 


This school year 
marked the 20th 
anniversary of the 
Bethsaida excavation 
project sponsored by 
UNO and led by Rami 
Arav, an assistant 
professor of history. 

Arav, who also teaches 
philosophy and religion, 
began the excavation 
in 1987. Initially, Arav 
conducted a 10-day 
investigation of “Et-Tel,” 
the mound believed to be 
Bethsaida. His goal was 
to observe and determine 
if the mound was 
indeed an ancient city. 

Arav’s excavations at 
Bethsaida revealed the 
city was settled inthe1oth 
century B.C.E., when it 
was believed to have been 
part of the Aramaean 
kingdom of Geshur. 

In a _ lecture last 
November, Arav 
explained that Bethsaida 
was. destroyed and 
reconstructed many 
times’ before being 
abandoned ‘because 
of major geological 


catastrophes, which 
caused the waters of the 
Sea of Galilee to recede. 
The city slowly faded 
away when the water 
shortage caused most of 
its fishermen to relocate. 

Arav also. detailed 
the important biblical 
connections of Bethsaida. 
Some believe it to be 
the birthplace of three 
of Jesus’ apostles, he 
said. It is also believed 
to be the place where 
Jesus performed many 
of his major miracles, 
such as walking on 
the Sea of Galilee and 
feeding the multitudes. 

“The Bible simply 
comes alive when you 
look at these things,” 
Arav said in his lecture.

Construction may be going slower 
than planned, butthe hypesurrounding 
a new arts facility on 14th and Weber 
streets is picking up momentum. 

Jason Kulbel of Saddle Creek 
Records said things are looking good 
for a summer grand opening of the 
indie music label’s most ambitious 
project. The development will not 
only be a much-needed extension to 
the local arts scene, but also a much- 
needed addition to the new urban 
development north of downtown called 
“NoDo” (taking inspiration from the 
famous “SoHo” area of New York City). 

The area will include an apartment 
complex, a bar/club, retail stores, 
the famous Lincoln hangout Yia- 
Yia’s pizzeria and Slowdown, a 
highly anticipated music venue. 

The facility is set to open in 
late May, leaving local music fans 
counting the days until the first show. 
Kulbel said it will be worth the wait. 

“Tt will be a bit bigger than Sokol 
Underground and The Waiting Room, 
with a larger room and hence, larger 
projected capacity,” he explained. “The 
sound and lighting are both top notch 
and it has a balcony, which will be nice.” 

Another anticipated aspect of 
the development is the two-screen 
Ruth Sokolof Theater, named 
after the long-time Omaha teacher. 


The development is _ being 


- Spearheaded by Film Streams, a non- 


profit organization that was created 
just over two years ago to promote 
the presentation and discussion 


‘of film as an art form. The opening 


date for the facility was pushed back 
because of construction, 
but it is scheduled for 
an opening in late July. 

One of the more 
interesting aspects of the 
theater will be the use of 
reel-to-reel projection on 
both screens. The reel- 
to-reel projection system 
will allow the theater to 
show older and rarer 
prints without fear of 
damaging the film. 

“We were initially just 
going to have reel-to-reel 
projection for the smaller 
theatre,” said Casey 
Logan, communications 


director for Film 

Streams. “It was a_ suggestion 
from Alexander Payne to 
have it in both _ theatres.” 


The organization also announced 
that Payne, a director and Omaha- 


native, will open the _ theater 
by showcasing his 10 _ favorite 
films during the first month.

“He is going to introduce and stick 
around for a few shows, depending 
on his schedule,” said Logan. 

Following the special series, the 
theater will begin showing first-run 
films for two-or-three week runs. This 
will allow for many different films to 
be brought in and 
not replaced before 
people can see them. 

“We want to keep 
films long enough 
so people can enjoy 
them,” said Logan. 
“But we don't want 
to keep films so long 
that they prevent 
us from _ bringing 
in other films.” 

Logan also said 
the new theater is 
intended to help 
the local theater 
industry, rather than 
create competition. 

“Our mission 
is to expand appreciation of film 
as an art form,” he said. “If we 
can bring in a larger audience to 
independent film and documentaries, 
then I think it creates a larger 
community for those types of films.”

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Theatre season filled with diversity, adventure 


Sometimes college life can be filled 
with drama, but for UNO’s theatre 
department, it’s an every day occurrence. 

The 2006-07 theatre season finished 
just a few days ago with “Our Country's 
Good,” directed by D. Scott Glasser. And, 
foraseasonwithcharactersasdifferentas 
a quixotic playwright and an undercover 
minimum-wage worker, Glasser said 
there was one word to describe all of 
the year’ s productions: adventuresome. 

“There [are] personal quest 
adventures that the main characters of 
every play have gone on; it’sinteresting, ” 
he said. “All of the plays share that.” 

« The Broadway musical “Man of 
la Mancha” started off the season in 
October. Written by Dale Wasserman 
and directed by Glasser, the play tells 
the story of author Miguel de Cervantes, 
playedbyPaul Coates, whoisjailedduring 
the Spanish Inquisition but doesn't 
allow his imagination to be imprisoned. 

Throughout the play, Cervantes's 
imagination causes him to embody 
the literary legend Don Quixote as 
well. as an old man named Alonso 
Quijana. Featuring flashy musical 
numbers and fighting scenes, 
“Man of La Mancha” proved to be 
an» exciting opening to the season. 

While not a main-stage production, 
thre gradnate students, Erin Mulvany, 
Bethany Elliot and’ Sarah Alden, all 


respectively 
directed, designed 
and wrote a play 
called “The Ostrich 
Project,” aimed 
specifically at 
second-graders to 
helpthem deal with 
grief. After touring 
several schools in 
Omaha, the play 
was performed

November 
also brought the Shakespeare classic, 
“Hamlet, Prince of Denmark,” which 
was re-envisioned by director Cindy 
Melby Phaneuf. The play was modified 
to fit the predominantly female cast and 
cut down from its normal four-hour 
runtime, but was still full of excitement. 

“The play began with a huge 
fencing match, and that really got the 
audience into the feel and generated 
a lot of adrenaline and excitement for 
the production,” explained Sharon 
Sobel, chair of the theatre department. 

February showcased the students 
of the theatre organization, FAUST, 
producing and performing a play 
by Nicky Silver called “Raised in 
Captivity.” The play dealt with a sibling 
rivalry taken to the ultimate extreme 
over the course of their lifetimes. 

The Joan Holden play “Nickel 
and Dimed” was the first main-stage 
performanceof2007. Theplaywas based 
on journalist Barbara Ehrenreich’s non- 
fiction book of the same name about 
trying to survive on minimum wage 
in America. With a unique adaptation 
of the play, director Doug Paterson 
used ultimate fighting-themed sets and 
costumes to portray the daily struggles 
that minimum-wage workers face. 

Up next was a student. showcase 
production of Craig Lucas’s “Reckless,” 


which focused on a woman named 
Rachel, playedbyseniorAshleySpessard, 
who experiences a series of extremely 
unfortunate events around Christmas 
time. Directed by Amy Lane, the play 
ran for only three days before becoming 
UNO’s first traveling show, touring for a 
pair of performances in Holdrege, Neb. 

Finally, the season rounded out with 
“Our Country's Good,” which dealt with 
the first penal colony in Australia and 
how the inmates banded together while 
putting on a performance to escape 
the harsh realities of their isolation. 

Glasser, whose plays book- 
ended the season, explained that 
the past season was educational 
for both students and faculty. 

“With any good theatre, it’s 
about characters going on a journey 
to discover something about 
themselves and hopefully grow 
through the process,” Sobel. said. 

And Glasser agreed. 

“That's the excitement;, 
that’s why were here,” he said.
